The undersigned, Auditors of Town Accounts, have 
examined the books embracing the year ending February 
15, 1869, and find them correctly kept according to tho — 
system adopted by the town. he entries for cash paid 
are supported by appropriate vouchers, and the ledger * 
footings and trial-balance agree. 

The Auditors recommend a strict adherence to the sys- 
tem adopted by vote in 1858 for the uniform transaction 
of town business and for a wise and economical adaptation 
af means to cnids, 

They would respectfully sapped that while they find 
the accounts of Forest Glade Cemetery neatly kept by the 
‘Treasurer, the system is, in their opinion, capable of im- 
provement ; and that, by adopting a more simple and nok 
less perfect method, much labor might be saved and the 
real condition of the affairs of the Cemetery be rendered. 
more intelligible. 

The Auditors venture to say that, while our citizens 
hold a deep and sacred interest in the Cemetery, they — 

have a right to look to. the Trustees for the careful, judi- 
cious and prudent management of its affairs, and a faithful 
and discreet superintendence of the details of its opers
